TUa  is  •  sttbjsct  of  interest  not  only  to  residents, 
but  to  visitors  and  others  abrosd  who  are  anxious  to 
learn  the  truth  respecting  our  unique  and  almost  ideal 
climala. 


It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  the  climate  of  this  portion 
of  Vancouver  Island  greatly  resembles  that  of  the  south 
of  England,  iaetatfng  tiM  Channel  Islanda. 

Respecting  the  amount  of  bright  sunshine  yed 
here  and  on  the  English  Channel,  the  f ollowir  gurea 
riiow  inctoria  haste  tiia  Hat  of  stations  givm  y^Mt 
an  average  daily  amount  for  the  yeir  of  five  hours  snd 
forty-five  minutes,  while  during  the  Summer  months  the 
daily  allowance  is  nine  hears  and  diirty-six  minutes. 

During  tht  Winter  months  the  average  daily  amount 
of  bright  sunshine  is  practically  the  same  as  is  given  for 
Torquay,  Devon.  Respecting  Aa  average  jrearly  precipi- 
tation the  amount  for  Victoria  (27.45  inches)  is  slightly 
under  that  at  Brighton  and  dbout  seven  inches  less  than 
the  average  aoMNrnt  recorded  on  tha  idaada  of  Jersey 
and  Ooemsey.

the  everchanging  tidal  waters,  in  conjunction  with  the 
fvevailing  westerly  winds  <^  this  latitude,  which  prevent 
opfweaanw  mk  bi  summer  bbo  owe  •  biim  wmer. 

The  presence  also  of  the  vast  areas  of  low  barometric 
pressure  which  hover  over  the  adjacent  ({cean  dating  die 
winter  mondis  toid  to  keep  this  season  mild. 

When  a  cold  wave,  which  usually  sweeps  southeaat- 


way  to  the  Atlantic,  aprtads  aouthward  ow  Ala  pievlBM 
the  cold  northtrly  winda  from  the  Mainland  are  temperad 
ia  croaainc  the  inland  tidal  watcra  of  the  Straita  of  Oeorgb.

The  figurea  for  Nanaimo  ahow  an  increaac  for  that 
portioa  of  tiM  Baatam  aaaat  af  Vaaeoww  lalaad.  aMa 
thoae  for  Vancouver  repreaent  in  a  general  way  the  aver- 
age annua!  amount  on  the  lower  Mainland.  Halifax  rep- 
raaenta  an  Atfanlk  CeaM  atatton. 

The  heavieat  amounta  of  paadpltation  in  Weatem 
Britidi  Columbia  are  br<Might  to  oar  ahorea  from  the 
Padfk  in  the  great  atmoapiMMc  diatorbancaa  wMdi  apraad 
inland  over  thia  province  in  winter.  The  moiature-laden 
air  iirat  meeta  the  monntaina  of  the  Weat  Coaat  where 
heavy  rain  ia  generaL  The  aame  air  in  paaaing  Aa  com- 
paratively low  land  and  open  country  about  Victoria  loaea 
a  remarkably  email  amount  of  precipitation,  wbilm  at  the 
elevation  of  Ooldatream  Lake  much  mora  ia  recorded, 
and  the  heavy  fdl  to  die  weat  of  the  Mainland  mountaina 
prove  th*  ^ptaaaaca  af  vaat  taantitiai  oi  m^ativa  atitt  ia 
the  air. 

The  remarkaWa  abaenca  of  foga  in  tUa  vicinity, 
through  conatant  movement  of  the  air,  ia  a  great  factor 
in  connectimi  with  the  building  up  of  an  important  ahip- 
ping  port  each  aa  Victoria  ia  rapidly  bacaoitag. 

Throughc^ut  the  aummer  montha  viaitora  are  atruck 
by  the  ateady  fine  weather  enjoyed  and  the  abaence  of 
thundaiatmiaa.  Mlltm^  Aa  local  pracft^tatiwi  la  ao 
light  ample  quaalldea  occur  within  a  abort  diatance  which 
insurea  the  beat  of  water  an^liea  for  all  purpoaca,  includ- 
ing power  and  ViflKt 

As  the  average  loweat  temperature  of  the  coldeat 
month  here  ia  decidely  above  the  freesing  point,  Victoria 
ia  indeed  the  "Bvergrem  dtf  of  Canada."  The  i^aeral 
appearance  of  the  winter  foliaga  and  graaa  ffaaa  pro* 
claim  thia  mm  amphaticany.

For  more  than  two 
years  investigations  were  carried  on  tfirooghovt  dia  whols 
of  Canada  for  the  p«rpoaa  of  chooaing  the  best  site,  and 
finally  Victoria  was  decided  upon,  because  it  is  the  best 
site  available,  not  merely  in  all  Canada,  Imt  on  the  entite

When  the  dedatoa  to  locate  the  Dominion  Observa- 
tory at  Victoria  was  reached  to  1914.  tho  foUowiag 
announcement  was  made  by  tfie  Ooverwnani: 

"The  Dominion  Government  has  reached  the  impor- 
tant decision  of  installing  on  Littlf  Saanich  Mountain, 
a  short  distance  from  Victoria,  an  Astronomical  Obaerva- 
tory  carryiBg  a  7S4m1i  isBariiiig  tdeacope,  whidi  wiB 
be  larger  than  any  ia  ina  M  dm  jfSisat  tfaaa  la  My  part 
of  the  world.
